A 
brother, Rex Wilsey, employed in 
Rochester, N. Y., was notified at 
once, letters in the suicide's pocket 
indicating where Rex Wilsey was 
stationed, tho the brothers had not 
corresponded in many months be- 
cause of the unknown whereabouts 
of Donald Wilsey. The deceased was 
thirty years old and was single.

snipped three carloads of eggs and 
one car of butter on the Burlington 
railway ,an unusually heavy run for 
one day, said to be due to a declin- 
ing market, and the eagerness of the 
dealers to get out from under strrink- 
age. The cars contained an average 
of 409 cases of eggs each and were 
consigned to Chicago, Boston and 
Pittsburg. Each car contained an 
average of 12,000 dozens or 144,000 
eggs. In the three carloads there 
were 432,000 eggs, which, placed end 
to end would make a line slightly 
over fourteen miles in length. The 
eggs are mostly in from farmers in 
this vicinity, a part of them coming 
in by less car load lots from theXer- 
ritory west of here in the Republi- 
can Valley, and the shipments out of 
here generally average two carloads

ONE MAN SAID TO KNOW ALL 


To Testify If His Own Interests 


Are Protected. 


Bent on Getting Probe Out of 


Realm of Gossip and Fancy and 


Betnrn 'It to the Funda- 


mentals of Scandal. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—After a 


series of conferences designed to de- 
velop a new line of inquiry in the 
oil investigation, Senator Thomas J. 
Walsh today notified Bascorn Slemp, 
secretary to President Coolidge, to 
appear before the investigating com- 
mittee at 10 a. m. Monday. 


Slemp will be the first witness and 


strong indications were given that 
he will be questioned closely about 
certain stock transactions. 


Walsh made this announcement 


after conferring with Senator Adams 
and Senator Kendrick, democratic 
members of the committee. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 
23.—"Get 


facts that will make legal cases for 
prosecution." 
This is the purpose of 
Senator 


Walsh, leading crusader in the naval 
oil reserve investigation, as he com- 
pleted today his program for next 
week's probings of the Teapot Dome 
committee. 


Walsh, who has just returned to 


Washington after a week's absence 
to study the scope of the inquiry, is 
bent upon getting the investigation 
out of realm of gossip and fancy and 
return it once more into channels 
that will dig at the fundamentals of 
the scandal. 


First off, Walsh would turn the 


committee on the trail of the "inside 
story" of the entire deal for leasing 
the naral oil reserves. 
This story. 


It is said, will yeild the grounds -for 
criminal prosecutions, because it is : 
claimed if It can be drawn out, it 
will show actual criminal intent. 


The man who is said to knew the

Supplementing the Money Income. 


P to this time tn this brief worse t. 
. . c ocea WMklerlng how to 


aisljn wisely to different typw of expenditure the money that comes 
annually Into our posMMto*. But If we think of Income solely In 


terms of money we make a serious mistake. There Is a labor Income added 
by every one of us. 
We do certain tkl*«s for ourselvss or for members of 


the family that we might hire other* to do for us. 
When a man shaves 


himself, polishes bis own shoes or press*! his owa trousers he U adding In 
a. very real way to his Income. When a woman does her own or the family1 


cooking:, makes clothes for herself or the children.' or makes a set of doylies, 
she la doing the same. 


In the old days before the factories took out of the home spinning, 


weaving, soapmaklng and many other Industrial processes, there were few 
specialists to be called In.' Everybody In the family was "handyman" at 
times. 
Many of the home processes were cumbersome and labor-wasting, 


and no sane person would think of restoring them, but along with their 
abandonment has gone altogether too much of the habit of doing little odd 
jobs at home. To put up a shelf Is a simple matter and surely should not 
be beyond the skill of any Intelligent man or woman. To clean the trap of 
the kitchen sink may not b* a pleasant job but it takes but a fen unpleasant 
moments. 
To repaint woodwork os furniture Is neither difficult nor dls 


couraglng. Even simple upholstery Is easily mastered. 
Yet in how many 


homes In New York this year has a carpenter been called in to put up the 
shelf, or a plumber to clear the trap, or a painter for the woodwork or fur- 
niture, or an upholsterer to coyer a chair! The sum spent In any one In- 
stance may be small but It could all be saved for some more worth-while 
use if the members of the family ware alive to the possibilities of such sav- 
ing. And the family life would b* happier to a definite degree, since such 
participation In the family life makes for a homelike atmosphere. Those who 
work hard need rest, but such tasks as have been described. If approached 
In the right spirit, may be as restful as an evening at cards or as entertain- 
ing as the movies. In sanitariums for nervous people the greater part or 
the cure nowadays Is what Is learnedly called occupational therapy. In com , 
mon language that means curing by keeping people occupied with manual j 
labor. Why should the household task. If not too long or too difficult, have' 
any less beneficial effect on th* tired man or woman? 


In addition to the labor income there Is another Important method InJ 


making Income go further. 
The learned name for that Is conservation,, 


which, In common language, means taking proper care of what you hare or 
get. 
To those brought up in old-fashioned thrifty families there Is some-, 


thing almost appalling In the,general carelessness In certain little matters.! 
They were brought up. for example, to consider it fairly sinful to leave soap. 
lying In water. It wastes the soap without any possible benefit except to 
those who make and market the soap. In a year the sum thus wasted may 
be considerable but more than that, the waste In one way Induces care-. 
lessness in others, and the little leaks grow into a stream that may press 
hard against the dike. 
i 


Take another example, which may well be one of labor income and con-! 


servatlon at the same time. Silk socks and stockings are almost uniform 
nowadays here tn Greater New York for tens of thousands of people who 
spend hundreds of thousands of dollars on them every year. 
They are one 


of the "extravagances" many people like to scold about, but most of the, 
people who scold wear them, of course. Now silk stockings, if well made of' 
good material, will last a long time if properly cared for. What does that 
mean? First washing after every time of wearing, since the body per- 
spiration, if allowed to remain, will rot the silk sooner or later. To wash 
them means very little of either time or energy, and does mean lengthening 
the life of the socks or stockings. Then there Is mending.' With the almost 
universal habit of low shoes, much mending at the heel is not possible, but 
if every little break or hole is mended ss soon as it appears the stocking 
will come at the end of Its comparatively long life almost to the state of 
the one-boss shay, falling to pieces all at once. 


Clothing is a natural subject in relation to conservation, since we all 


have to buy some form of clothing rather frequently, but home furnishings 
are just as much affected. If a dining table Is kept In good condition it will 
last several lifetimes and still be a good piece of furniture, -but 'if hot dishes 
are set down on it without protection, and the children play on It games 
that scratch or mar the surface, and liquid spilled on It is allowed to stand, 
presently the top has to be refinlshed. Books that we set straight on shelves 
and handled with care remain a delight for more than a generation, while 
books that are tumbled about, handled with dirty fingers,, or otherwise 
abused, are even unfit to be seen. The habit of conservation is'a constructive 
habit, worthy of every encouragement 
We talk about conserving our na- 


tional resources, and the Importance of this cannot be too much stressed, 
but conservation, like many other virtues, begins at home, and unless it Is 
part of the dally program of family lift It will not get much beyond the 
walls of the home.

me how I can get a stain of red ink 
out of a medium light carpet?—A 
reader of the News. 


A. Ink stains can usually be re- 


moved by soaking the stain with a 
weak solution of oxalic acid, and 
then rinsing in water to which a few 
drops of ammonia have been added. 
Or apply a few days of oxalic acid, 
then a few drops of Javelle water 
and rinse at once in clear, boiling 
water. ' If the 
color 
of the fabric 


fades, it may often be revived by 
sponging lightly with 
pure acetic 


acid or the proper dye dissolved in 
benzine. 


You might also try the absorbent 


method, that of covering the spot 
with talcum, fuller's earth, French 
chalk, starch or bolted meal and let 
stand for several hours, cover with 
more paper and apply a warm iron. 
Repeat, using fresh powder until the 
stain 
is entirely 
removed.

ANY of us who did not have 
occasion to buy kitchen pot- 
tery do not realize how

shops during the war. 


All this is changed now. Big 


cake mixing-bowls, for instance, ap- 
pear in yellow pottery with' line 
trimming in different colors. 
The 


bowl de luxe has dairy scenes in 
colors on the sides. These- may be 
a bit expensive, but they are tempt- 
ing to the woman who loves pretty 
things for her kitchen. 


Nested bowls, or "napHfes," as 


they are called, come in^buaker 
gray pottery with white and also 
blue line decoration. There are sis 
to a nest and they come in the 
sizes we most need. Then there are 
yellow bowls with -white and brown 
line decorations. These come three, 
four and six to the nest. There is 
also the white and blue pottery— 
some are round and others are oc- 
tagonal. 


Brown glazed pottery has re- 
turned not in nested bowls, but in 
a variety of ramekin shapes, with 
handles and without, scalloped 
around the edges and plain.

Charges That Few Men Have Kept 


Compensation From Ex-Service 


Men by Eepeated At- 


tacks Upon It. 


Past National Commander Hanford 


MacNider of the American Legion ad- 
dressed a large audience at the city 
auditorium Friday night on the ad- 
justed compensation bill.

It was claimed by Secretary Mellon 


at one time, he added, that the gov- 
ernment could not possibly stand the 
payment of a bill of this nature be- 
cause of a deficit of over six mil- 
lion dollars already being brone by 
rhe treasury. That sage year the 
treasury displayed a surplus of over 
three million-dollars which appears

tion bill comprises. 


The United States has loaned each 


of the allied countries enough money, 
of which there has been absolutely 
no return, to pay a compensation bill 
such as is proposed to each army of 
the allies. The payment of the ad- 
justed compensation bill is the pay- 
ment of a debt to the men we owe 
and not a bonus to the millionaire. 
The bill still remains, despite

"The tax bill as reported to the 


house has been amended in a num- 
ber of minor particulars—mere po- 
liitcal gestures which tho they mar a 
perfect plan of tax reduction, are not.

The substitutions 


of the Garner income tax rates for 
the Mellon rate are vital. 


"The most serious effect of the 


Garner rates is that in connection 
with other tax reductions they will 
produce a treasury

000.000. 


"This may well compel a presiden- 


tial veto and so ^deprive the people 
of the country of the immediate and 
expected cut in taxes. 


"The other amendment hjse to do

comes. Every expert on taxation has 
declared it impossible to administer. 
A breakdown of the income tax law 
is likely to result. 


"For my part, I predict a brain- 


storm when the already confused 
taxpayer is called upon to make a re-

MATTER TO BE PUT 


UP TO MIKE SEXTON 


Lincoln Emissary Leaves for Office 


of Minor League Association 


President When State 


League Acts. 


"It's a hundred to one shot that 


the Western league plays baseball 
here this summer." 


This was the assertion 
of the 


Lincoln state league owners upon 
their return from the meeting at 
Omaha Friday, where the state 
league directors roted to hold the 
Capital City territory another year. 
However, there were several details 
which 
the 
directors 
overlooked 


which will not sound altogether right 
when placed before Mike Sexton, 
president of the association of minor 
league baseball clubs. 


It came out that at the last meet- 


Ing of the state league at Grand 
Island, a change was made in article 
six, section one of the constitution, 
•which not only weakens the league, 
but shows that the directors could 
not possibly be seriously contemplat- 
ing another season of state league 
baseball. 


One Ciaut*. 


The clause which was juggled 


about to suit the situation and make 
It possible for the state leaguers to 
attempt a mellon cutting, deals with 
the forfeit which must be posted 
each year. The date for this was 
originally fixed at February 15, and 
the amount at one-half the salary 
limit. 


This forfeit guarantees the club's 


presence thru the 
championship 


season, and gives the league a work- 
ing capital. The date of February 
15 was stricken out at Grand Island, 
and the time was changed to read 
"the annual meeting" of the state 
league. The session at Omaha Fri- 
day was described as the annual 
meeting. But when President Grotte 
called for the forfeit checks only one 
director made any move to post the 
money, and his move brought forth 
nothing tangible. 


Then, In view of the fact that no- 


body had put up any money, it was 
decided to "postpone" rather than 
"adjourn" the annual meeting. Thus, 
ostensibly, the state league directors 
are still in annual session, and the 
league has not flopped because no 
forfeit money has been posted. 


But how will these facts sound 


when presented to Mike Sexton? Is 
the state league acting in good faith, 
and if so why did the directors not 
put up their fore fit checks and de- 
mand the Lincoln owners to follow 
suit or give up their franchise? 


Asking For $2,500. 


The state league is after $2,500. 


The Lincoln owners and fans have 
known this for some time. And, if 
the Nebraska loop had been smart 
and gone about it in a business like 
way; 
posting their forfeit checks and

The Northwestern 
railroad 


attorneys have filed with it a brief 
in which they set up that the care- 
takers of live siock in transit be- 
tween ranch and market are not in 
the same class as passengers. 


Under the Nebraska law, as inter- 


preted by the supreme 
court, ra'il- 


loads are the absolute insurers of 
the safet> of passengers being car- 
ried 
bj 
them, 
and if somebody 


wrecks the train or the passenger is 
injured in any agency other than his 
own criminal conduct, the railroads 
must pay 
This was first laid down 


with emphasis in the cases brought 
thirty years ago against the Rock 
Island by the families 
of persons 


killed in the wreck south of Lincoln 
caused by the pulling out 
of fish 


plates by a negro. 


The railroads insist that the care- 


takers cannot a\ail 
themselves of 


this law because of the different re- 
lations in which they stand with the 
companies that are hauling them. 


\V. J. Gartner, a Wyoming 
man, 


was accompanying a shipment of 
live stock to Sioux City. 
He was 


told by the conductor just after the 
u-ain left O'Neill that he should get 
off at the next stop, Inman, and look 
after his stock.
